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Congressmen Answer Questions 
Concerning Draft, Foreign Trade

Students, faculty members 
and interested citizens barely 
held their eyes open as they at- 
tended the early morning meet- 
ing of the Republicans Speak 
on Vital Problems (RSVP) trio 
in Russell Hall, last Saturday. 

The three congressmen, Jack 
McDonald of Michigan, Larry 
Winn of Kansas and Dan Kuy- 
kendall of Tennessee gave short 
introductory speeches that ex- 
plained their purpose of giving 
up their weekend to meet with 
people, particularly the youth. 

The main problem that each 
of the stressed in their brief- 
ings was the lack of Republi-

cans in the House. “Over 40 
issues have been sent to the 
House and only three have been 
passed,” stated Jack McDonald 
of Michigan. 

The congressmen also showed 
great concern over the interest 
of the youth and what they 
had to say. Winn of Kansas 
stated, ““We’re here to show 
that the Republican Party is in- 
terested in the Youth.” Kuy- 
kendall added in his speech that

It was 
explained that a proposal has 
been made to change the pres- 
ent draft system. The details 
of the proposal were read by 
congressman Winn. 

Foreign Trade issues were 
brought up several times dur- 
ing the questioning period. One 
lady attack the trio with a ques- 
tion concerning a movement to 
start trade with Communist 
China. The three men denied 
ever hearing of such a move- 
ment and explained that the 
newspapers may have been at 
fault. 

Another trade issue was con-

Dear Editor: 

As a representative of the 
L.D.S. Club on campus, I am 
writing to express my views on 
the Vietnam Day Moratorium, 
and related topics. 

As a Latter-day Saint I share 
in the regret over the loss of 
thousands of valiant young men 
in Vietnam. We too have an in- 
tense desire for peace. We would 
like to be able to bring our boys 
home. But we do not condone 
prevailing “peace at any cost” 
dictum that the major ity of pro- 
testers seem to embrace. 

If we are to surrender to the 
communists in Vietnam which a 
withdrawal of our troops would 
be, besides the blood bath which 
will surely follow, we will be ma- 
king the prospect of future wars 
in Asia and elsewhere most 
promising to the communists. 
We must not make Vietnam a 
blueprint for future conquests in 
Thailand, Latin America, and 
other places which are most ap- 
pealing to the godless conspir- 
acy of communism. 

NO WIN POLICY 

Our current no-win policy of 
containment in Vietnam is bad 
enough without the total surren- 
der of withdrawal. Ezra Taft 
Benson, former Secretary of Ag- 
riculture and a member of the 
twelve apostles in the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints, explained it this way: 

“Tt is like having someone en- 
ter your home, attack your wife, 
and shoot your children, but 
when you call for help, the po- 
lice merely place the intruder 
back outside your house and ask 
him not to return. When he 
breaks in a second time, stabs 
you in the shoulder and sets your 
house on fire, the police react by 
setting up a committee to nego- 
tiate your differences. Such is 
the policy of containment, and as 
anyone can see, this approach to 
world problems encourages po- 
tential aggressor nations to try 
their luck at military conquest. 
After all, they have everything 
to gain and literally nothing to 
lose. So why not?” 

MORMONS ABHOR WAR 

It would be nice if we would 


suring them that we mean no 
harm, and they would then call 
off their world-wide war against 
democracy and we could all then 
live in peace. Sound ridiculous? 
But yet tthis is what is being 
advocated. 

We Latter-day Saints do not 
relish in the shedding of blood. 
We too abhore war. But could 
a lack of bloodshed ever be 
enough to compensate for the 
loss of freedom? Can true peace 
exist without liberty? Has jus- 
tice ever prospered under ty- 
ranny? Can a man sit back and 
watch his home destroyed, his 
family stripped of its liberty, his 
church destroyed, and see all he 
and his fathers have ever worked 
for crumble to dust? God forbid 
our posterity to ever have to suf- 
fer this because of the slothful- 
ness and lack of dedication of 
this generation of men! 

L.D.S. CHURCH POSITION 

President David O. McKay has 
stated the position of the Mor- 
mon Church: 

“Even though we sense the 
hellish origin of war, even though 
we feel confident that war will 
never end war, yet under exis- 
ting conditions we find our- 
selves as a body committed to 
combat this evil thing. With other 
loyal citizens we serve our coun- 
try as bearers of arms, rather 
than stand aloof to enjoy a free- 
dom for which others have fought 
and died.” 

We must also be awake and be 
prepared to fight communism 
within our own borders. We must 
rid ourselves of the idea that an 
anti-communist is as bad as a 
communist. What kind of logic 
is that? It is the kind of warped 
logic under which socialism and 
communism thrives. Christ said, 
“Ye cannot serve God and mam- 
mpn (Matthew 7:24).” Likewise, 
you cannot defend communism in 
the name of freedom, including 
in the name of academic free- 
dom. We are in pretty bad shape 
when we sit back and let classes 
in government owned schools be 
closed for the express reason of 
protesting against that govern- 
nent. 

We as Americans had better 
wake up quick. It not only can 
happen here, it is happening

New Negro Mood 
Seen As Mixing 
Hope And Anger 


A new set of conditions is 
emerging in the nation’s Negro 
community. Their mood is one 
of hope mixed with anger, and it 
is very aggressive. Negroes are 
more determined than ever to 
achieve their objectives. As for 
now, a majority believe in non- 
violence, though a large minority 
believe in the Detroit-type tac- 
tics. The total picture is basic- 
ally healthy, for Negroes are 
now convinced that they must 
help themselves. And, if in the 
next few years active non-vio- 
lence meets with success, there 
is a chance that Negro anger 
and violence will diminish. 

A study of urban Negro atti- 
tudes conducted in 1968 by 
Daniel Yankekovich, Inc., a New 
York attitude-research firm, pro- 
vides more insight into the think- 
ing and objectives of Negro 
people today. The study firmly 
disposes a prevalent myth about 
urban Negroes; that they have 
litttle sense of priorities, and 
small desire to help themselves. 
Better education, better jobs, 
and more job related training 
are almost equally important to 
poor Negroes and those who are 
better off; to young and old, men 
and women, and to Negroes in 
the North and South. 

An important part of the pic- 
ture is that Negroes have found 
a new pride in themselves. The 
outlawing of desegregation, the 
opening of new jobs opportun- 
ities, the open-housing laws 
passed in many communities, 
and the election of Negroes to 
politicial office; all have raised 
Negroes in their own and in 
white eyes. 

But pride also comes from 
identity with the rise of the in- 
dependent African nations. And 
what they see of their leaders on 
television has helped Negroes 
achieve a greater degree of be- 
lief in themselves. 

Power is the name of the 
game, and lack of that power is 
the root cause of Negro discon- 
tent. They must reach basic ob- 
jectives so they can entter the 
mainstream of American life 
and lead full and rich lives.

C.J.C.S.G.A. Conference of 
which Mr. Shideler so subjec- 
tively denounced the purpose 
and proceedings.

Now, before any- 
one can pass judgement or agree 
with the actions in the assembly, 
it might be nice if he knew what 
exactly went on in the free and 
open seminar. : 

Since we were delegates par- 
ticipating in the free and open 
seminar, it is only right to hear 
the story from the “horses” 
mouth. 


The Seminar was open by the 
Chairman, who was from Mt. 
Sac, who suggested we suspend 
parliamentary procedure. The 
first discussion was about the 
moratorium and each college 
gave the results of the activities 
on their campuses. Then the dis- 
cussion moved to the war in Viet- 
nam. After a few minutes one 
college brought up the subject 
of the 18-year-old vote. The 
black delegate from Mt. Sac 
asked if this also pertained to 
blacks. From this point on the 
discussion centered around the 
racial problem in the society to- 
day. The first meeting adjourned. 
The beginning of the second mee- 
ting started off with removing 
the chair from Mt. Sac and giv- 
ing it to Cerritos, to maintain 
some order. Even with parlia- 
mentary procedure being used 
the black delegate from Mt. Sac 
did not veer from her subject. 
Santa Ana asked the delegate to 
state something concrete that 
we could discuss. The delegate 


did not and the meeting was ad- 
journed. 


Now, the interpretations of 
Mr. Shideler as to the procee- 
dings in the Second General As- 
sembly are what we are rebut- 
ting. 

The first statement made by 
Mr. Shideler was; “It has to be 
run on a tighter format if it is 
to operate efficiently.” But, if 
you recall Mr. Shideler, it was 
you who bursted out with your 
immature conduct. 


His next statement: “Santa 
Anans have either sat back and 
been quiet or simply left.” Well, 
all we have to say to that is, if 
Santa Ana was not at that con- 
ference here would not have been 
anything that even resembled or- 
der. We would like to thank Lar- 
ry Ribal for his familiarization 
with Parliamentary Procedure. 


Now, the statement about the 
black girl delegate “reportedly 
monopolized the discussion with 
racial charges leveled against 
other schools and the area in 
general,” is very much untrue.

Student Sees High Court 
Attitudes Being Changed 


President Nixon is bringing 
the government closer to the 
people by having a “Republi- 
cans Speak on Vital Problems” 
meeting. This is a follow up of 
his campaign promise of restor- 
ing the government to the peo- 
ple. It is much easier to go to a 
meeting and talk than write a 
letter. One such meeting was 
held at Santa Ana College cam- 
pus. Each person will draw 
from the meeting only what 
he wants to hear and believe, 
but at least it awakens aware- 
ness in us. 


Many comments were aired 
for discussion. Questions from 
the people and answers from 
the congressmen was the basis 
for the one hour meeting. For 
the congressmen, the questions 
tested the mood of the people. 
The congressmen set forth their 
individual moods and the polic- 
ies of the government. 


The comments on the ap- 
pointment of Judge C. Hayns- 
worth captivated my interest 
and invoked these thoughts of 
our system. 


Representative Dan Kuyken- 
dall of Tennessee stated, ‘‘Part 
of Nixon’s platform when he 
was running for President was 
the changing of the complexion 
of the Supreme Court.” Pre- 
sumably from a liberal to a con- 
servative court. 


We all remember well the 
resignation of Abe Fortas, a 
liberal, whose vote many times 
changed the complexion of our 
law enforcement practices and 
judicial policies. In his place 
Clement Haynsworth’s nomin- 
ation was announced, a conser- 
vative. 


Now Haynsworth is suffering 
the same problem of guilt by 
association or lack of foresight. 
The case against him seems 
stronger than the case against 
Fortas. Now it is not involved 
with current behavior on the 
court, this is digging into his 
past. Every person that will be 
considered can be held account- 
able for all of his actions from 
the date of his birth. 


The Supreme Court was purg- 
ed and is being purged by many 
factions, governmental and pri- 
vate. A successful purge was 
waged against Abe Fortas and 
an attempt was made on Judge 
Warren Burger. 


In keeping with his campaign 
promise, a new precedent has 
been set by the Nixon Adminis- 


tration. Each President rising to™ 


power will have an opportunity 
to purge the members of the 


court for conflict of interest. 
Stemming from the conflict of 
interest a judgement on all as- 
pects of a man’s life can be ex- 
plored for moral refinement. 
Over a period of years we will 
have saints for judges or no 
judges at all. Will desire to 
maintain their position influ- 
ence their decisions? They will 
have to keep in touch with the 
wants of the President and 
Senate to maintain their jobs. 


How effective will the court 
be if it is thought of only in 
terms of liberalism or conser- 
vatism in its relation to people 
and politizs? The purpose of 
the Supreme Court is to in- 
terpret the law in relation to 
the Constitution, not dictate it 
according to the moods of the 
moment.

McCartney—Alive Or Dead?

The rumor began just a few 
weeks ago, but apparently the 
whole thing started some years 
ago. The question at hand is 
whether or not Paul McCart- 
ney of the Beatles is alive. It 
is rumored that he was killed in 
an automobile accident some 
years ago and has since been re- 
placed by a double. 


The incident dates back to 
the Beatle’s Sgt. Pepper album. 
The song ‘‘A Day in the Life” 
is supposed to indicate the day 
of Paul’s death. A quote from 
the song can be applied to the 
situation. 

“TI read the news today oh boy 
About a lucky guy who made 


the grade 

And though the news was 
rather sad 

Well I just had to laugh 

I saw the photograph. 

He blew his mind out in a car 

He didn’t notice that the lights 
had changed 


A crowd of people stood and 
stared 

They’d seen his face before 

Nobody was really sure 

If he was from the House of 

Lords.” 

It ean also be stated that the 
song is a Lennon composition. 
He is known for his writing of 
true events, more now than in 
the past. In the white Beatles 
doublefold album a few of 
Lennon’s songs signify his true 
writing. “Dear Prudence” is a 
song composed by Lennon of 
Mia Farrow’s Prudence. Also 
the song on the same album, 
“Julia”, is a song of Lennon’s 
mother, who died when he was a 
teenager. 

The next album involved in 
the rumors is “Magical Mys- 
tery Tour.” On the cover of the 
album three Beatles are in 
white, but Paul is in black, the 
indication of mourning. Also in 
the picture book.accompanying 
the album, Paul is dressed in an 
army uniform sitting at a desk. 
On the desk sits a sign “I Was 
You.” 

There is a picture of the four 
Beatles dressed in furry cos- 
tumes, Paul is in black at the 
piano, the others are in white. 
Lennon is playing the bass in 
the picture. Another photo, the 
same setting without the cos- 
tumes shows Lennon at the 
piano and Paul at the bass. 
In the latter, Paul is standing 
in his stocking feet with a pair 
of empty shoes at his side. This 
indicates another musician. 

On the inside cover of the 
album a short message is writ- 
ten. “Away in the sky, beyond 
the clouds, live four or five 
magicians. Why five when there 
is only four Beatles? 

Another picture in the al- 
bum indicates mourning for 
Paul. All the Beatles are wear- 
ing white suits with red boutin- 
eras, but Paul (or his double) 
is wearing a black flower. He 
is also standing next to a fun- 
eral wreath. 

The songs “The Fool On the 
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Hill” and “I Am the Walrus” 
are supposed to be significant 
of Paul’s death. Also from the 
song “Glass Onion’ it is stated: 
“T told you about the walrus 


and me — man 
You know that we’re as close 
as can be — man 


Well here’s another clue for you 
all 


The walrus was Paul.” 


On the new Abbey Road al- 
bum, Ringo is dressed as an 
undertaker, George Harrison as 
a gravedigger, and John as a 
religious personage. Paul is 
dressed in a normal suit and is 
barefoot — the mark of a corp- 
se laid out for burial in Italy. 
The license plate on a parked 
Volkswagen, also seen on the 
cover, reads “28IF” meaning 
that Paul would have been 28 
if he had lived. 


Although many questions can 
be asked about the rumors and 
far as it is know, both in Amer- 
ica and in London, Paul Mc- 
Cartney is alive and well, living 
in St. Johns Woods.

2001: A Space Odyssey is a 
masterpiece. It is a one-man at- 
tempt at combining imagina- 
tion, truth, art, music, humor 

. and sometimes acting. Re- 
sponsible for this well-deserved 
credit is Stanley Kubrick; writ- 
er, producer, director, designer, 
photographer — the list is end- 
less, 

To make the _ production 
somewhat feasible, Mr. Ku- 
brick has co-authored a plot 
which is often vague and most- 
ly obtuse. The story is suppos- 
edly centered on a huge rec- 
tangular structure that is dis- 
covered on earth during “The 
Dawn of Man” (Part I) by a 
community of simians. Part II 
journeys to the moon where an- 
other rectangle is found. In 
Part III we travel to Jupiter 
and beyond the limits of the 
universe in a final attempt to 
discover the meaning of the 
omnipotent rectangle. Whether 
the answer is found is purely 
personal — I, for one, believe 
that Mr. Kubrick must still be 
looking for a better ending. 


To see this movie for the 
sake of plot or story is a fatal 
mistake. But to see it for itself 
— the experiment of a creative 
genius — is more than worth- 
while. We see man first in his 
evolution to apes; how he lives, 
how he eats, how he sleeps and 
how he kills. (You can’t kid me, 
I know they weren’t actors.) 

We are next in a 1000 foot 
diameter space station where 
we will meet a shuttle service 
headed to the moon. Mr. Ku- 
brick has done away with men’s 
ties in 2001 and visualizes a 
Howard Johnson’s and Hilton 
Hotel on his spacecraft. 

Now we are traveling in an

atomic powered spaceship oper- 
ated by a flawless 9000/HAL 
computer (and Kier Dullea and 
Gary Lockwood) that becomes 
so human that he sabotages the 
ship, kills four people and 
needs to be partially discon- 


nected. HAL finally corrected, 
we embark on a voyage where 
no man has been before. We 
are hurled through endless rain- 
bows of stars, planets and 
colors .. . supposedly to finally 
meet the powers that have con- 
trolled man through all the 
ages. 

Often you are watching 
seemingly endless movements 
in space, but Mr. Kubrick has 
compensated with Strauss 
waltzes played beautifully 
(LOUD) and coming to abrupt 
stops when the scene is over. 
Describing all of the special ef- 
fects, all the music and all the 
spectacular photography is vir- 
tually impossible. The Academy 
of Motion Picture Arts and 
Sciences summed it all up with 
the numerous awards presented 
to the picture. 


Briefly, this is an adventure 
of the beginning of man, in- 
cluding the present and span- 
ning the future. It combines the 
real with the unreal and that 
which will be reality. It is a 
monument to mankind and to 
the man responsible. Mr. Ku- 
brick is a genius... only next 
time we hope he doesn’t write 
the screenplay.

Hepatitis Outbreak 
Avoided At SAC

Santa Ana College’s football 
team was faced two weeks ago 
with a more dreaded fate than 
a losing season when the entire 
team confronted an outbreak of 
hepatitis. 

Hepatitis (inflation of the liv- 
er) is a highly contageous dis- 
ease spread by water which has 
been a health problem in the 
United States since 1951. 


Just this year the disease has 
caused the cancellation of Holy 
Cross College’s football schedule 
and the same thing was feared 
here at SAC, when John Prim- 
rose, a highly-touted freshman 
defensive tackle came down with 
Hepatitis. 

Primrose had been troubled 
with a bad cold for several weeks 
this season, but right after the 
San Diego Mesa game he became 
very ill: The following Monday 
and Tuesday he dressed for prac- 
tice in sweat clothes and on 
Wednesday the coaches and team 
physician, Dr. John Ball, became 


suspicious that he had the dis- 
ease. 
“On Thursday when we got our 


suspicions confirmed and the 
next day we reported to the state 
board of health,” stated Don 
coach Doug Gorrie. “Everything 
was entirely under control on 
Saturday when the board of 
health gave the team and coa- 
ches innoculations.” 


According to Gorrie, the team 
never had to worry about can- 
celing the remainder of the sea- 
son like Holy Cross had to. “You 
see at Holy Cross there was a 
central contact point, such as a 
water fountain, where the whole 
team drank water. Here at SAC 
the players drink water out of 
disposable dixi cups. 


“All of the coaches’ first reac- 
tion was that we knew we were 
going to lose Primrose for the 
rest of the season,” summed up 
Gorrie. “It’s tough to lose a good 
player like Primrose. However, 
John Elias, Primrose’s replace- 
ment has come into his own and 
has done a fine job for us.”
